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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants' contention that claims 19 and 28 recite " no more than about 1% Ge" is wrong. Claims 19 and 28 
presently only recite " a germanium content of no more than about 1x10 raised 21 cm minus cube " and when the doping concentration 
of 1 x 10 raised 21cminus cube is converted to percentage it is about 5 % which is certainly greater than 1 %. Therefore claims 19 and 28 
presently do not recite " NO More than about 1 %". Applicants' piece meal analysis of Wu and Adamson are not persuasive and 
contention that Wu does not have a strain compensated layer is not persuasive because, as the Final rejection states the Radamson 
reference is included for that teaching. Further it is noted that Radamson also teaches a hetero structure of Si-Ge/ S! structure and 
Applicants are conveniently ignoring the SI part of the heterostructure which is identical to Applicants' structure. Radamson through out 
teaches a Si substrate .Wu teaches Ge doping and this teaching need not be repeated by Radamson. Therefore all of Applicants' 
arguments are not persuasive. If Applicants' whished were persuasive a single reference ( Wu or Radamson) anticipatory ( 102) rejection 
would have been given and not the outstanding obviousness |03 rejection based on combines teachings of Wu and Radam son. . 
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
